DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

a. Group I, claim(s) 1-23, drawn to a method of treating a halogen group-containing vinyl 
polymer with an oxy anion.. 

b. Group II, claim(s) 24-25, drawn to vinyl polymers having ether- or ester-containing end 
group. 

c. Group III, claim(s) 26, drawn to curable compositions having a vinyl polymer with alkenyl- 
containing end groups. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-4& do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
feature(s), or the special technical feature(s) does not define a contribution over the prior art for the 
following reasons: Claim 1 is either obvious or anticipated over Nakagawa. Nakagawa discloses vinyl 
polymers with alkenyl-carboxylate end-groups (Claim 1, formula(6)), which are prepared by 
polymerization of a vinyl monomer using atom transfer radical polymerization, and converting a terminal 
halogen group to the alkenyl-containing substituent (e.g., see Example 15, Claims 7-8, and col. 15, lines 
47-64). The process clearly falls within the limits of instant Claim 1. Accordingly, the special technical 
feature linking the inventions, does not provide a contribution over the prior art.. 

3. This application also contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic invention. 
These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

a. vinyl polymers (Groups l-lli), 

b. initial terminal groups on the vinyl polymer (Groups l-lll), and 
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c. 



oxy anion compounds (Groups l-lll).

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical features for 
the same reasons given above, i.e., Nakagawa specifically discloses the specie of the reaction of a 
bromine terminated polybutyl acrylate with potassium undecylenate.
